“We  have  Environmental  Protection 
Agericy  technicians  helping  us  plan  the 
details,  Mrs.  Meecham  said.  She  ad¬ 
ded  that  the  area  would  probably  be 
landscaped  and  used  as  a  recreational 
park  after  the  extra  lift  is  full.

His  advice  was  to  have  Buhler  make 
an  inventory  of  his  things.  After  that 
was  completed,  the  county  would  tell 
Buhler  what  he  could  and  could  not 
keep.  Then  a  court  order  would  be 
issued  saying  how  long  he  had  to 
remove  the  “garbage.”  If  it  was  not 
removed,  he  would  be  held  in  con¬ 
tempt  of  court,  which  is  punishable  by 
imprisonment,  said  Bringhurst. 

The  courts  have  said  that  they 
would  not  restrain  the  county  in  its  ef¬ 
forts.  However,  the  commissioners  feel 
that  is  not  permission  to  go  ahead. 
Lyman  said,  “We  need  to  find  out  the 
ABCs  and  do  them.  We,  have  to  be  100 
percent  sure  of  our  legal  rights. 
Everything  must  be  absolutely  legal.” 

Commissioner  Kenneth  Pinegar  ex¬ 
pressed  his  displeasure  with  the 
drawn-out  affair.  “We’re  the  laughing 
stock  of  the  county.  People  are  saying 
we  l  never  enforce  the  ordinance.  I 
think  we  should  get  the  equipment  and 
the  men  and  go  in  and  clean  it  up. 
Buhler  is  hurting  the  whole  town. 
We  re  not  trying  to  hurt  him.”  The

Many  suggestions  have  already  been 
entertained  as  possible  ways  to  solve 
the  problem. 

Garbage-powered  generation  of  elec¬ 
tricity  is  one  of  the  possible  solutions 
cited  by  Mrs.  Meecham.  This  sugges¬ 
tion  would  involve  burning  the  city’s 
solid  waste  as  a  method  of  generating 
electricity  for  Provo. 

Officials  of  the  Provo  sanitation 
department  have  been  asked  to  com¬ 
mission  a  study  of  the  costs  and  im¬ 
plementation  of  such  a  program. 

Mrs.  Meecham  said  another  possible 
solution  to  the  waste  problem  is  baling 
of  solid  waste  in  order  to  transport  it  to 
^theE..landfilI§*„  ,  , - 

This  program  would  involve  use  of  a 
high-pressure  compactor  that  would 
process  the  waste  into  bales  that  could 
be  transported  on  large  flat-bed  trucks. 
“The  cost  of  such  a  program  would  be 
at  least  .$500,000,”  Mrs.  Meecham  ad¬ 
ded. 

She  said  the  most  probable  of  the 
solutions  would  be  to  have  Provo  join 
the  Utah  County  Solid  Waste  Special 
Service  District. 

“The  district  includes  all  of  the 
Wasatch  Front  communities  in  Utah 
County  except  Provo,  Santaquin  and 
Payson,”  Mrs.  Meecham.  said.  “The 
cities  in  the  district  have  formed  a 
group  to  deal  with  disposal  of  waste, 
collectively.” 

She  said  Provo  is  not  a  member  of 
the  group  yet  because  the  city  has  its 
own  landfill  for  the  time  being. 
However,  she  said  as  soon  as  the 
dstrict  works  out  some  of  its  financial 
problems,  Provo  will  probably  join.

Cabinet,  fearing  damage  to  next 
month’s  Mideast  peace  talks  at  Camp 
David,  shelved  a  plan  Monday  to  build 
five  new  Jewish  outposts  in  the  oc¬ 
cupied  West  Bank  of  the  Jordan  River 
at  least  until  after  the  summit. 

The  Cabinet  planned  the  new  Jor¬ 
dan  Valley  settlements  in  a  meeting 
June  28,  but  by  sitting  as  the 
Ministerial  Defense  Committee  it 
clamped  a  lid  of  secrecy  and  military 
censorship  on  its  decision. 

After  weeks  of  rumors,  Israeli  state 
radio  on  Sunday  reported  that  such  a 
decision  had  been  taken,  and  a  govern- 
ment  spokesman  confirmed  it  Sunday 
night.  Sixteen  hours  after  the  confir¬ 
mation,  Cabinet  Secretary  Arieh  Noar 
announced  the  suspension  of  the  plans. 

“The  government  decided  to  discuss 
the  matter  after  the  Camp  David 
meeting,”  Noar  told  reporters  after  the 
Cabinet  met  in  Jerusalem. 

President  Carter,  trying  to  rekindle 
flickering  peace  hopes,  has  invited 
Israeli  Prime  Minister  Menachem 
Begin  and  Egyptian  President  Anwar 
Sadat  to  a  summit  at  his  retreat  in 
Camp  David,  Md.,  Sept.  5. 

Israeli  ministers  indicated  the 
government  could  again  change  its 
mind,  depending  on  the  outcome  of  the 
summit.  But  the  swift  cabinet  shift  — 
corning  before  either  Washington  or 
Cairo  had  a  chance  to  react  officially 
—  mdicated  Israel’s  sensitivity  to  its 
widely  criticized  policy  of  settling  Jews 
‘^be  Arabs  in  the 

1967  Mideast  War. 

,  J^^?bington  sees  Israel’s  more  than 
t  civilian  and  military  enclaves  in 
the  West  Bank  the  Gaza  Strip,  Sinai

Carter  to  get  gov't 
out  of  farm  business 


COLUMBIA,  Mo.  (AP)  —  Presi¬ 
dent  Jimmy  Carter,  in  an  upbeat 
but  tough  speech  Monday  to  a  ma¬ 
jor  farmers  organization,  blamed 
what  he  called  “special  economic 
interest  lobbies”  for  making  the 
fight  against  inflation  nearly  im¬ 
possible  to  win. 

At  the  sarne  time,  the  president 
told  the  Mid-Continent  Farmers 
Association  that  he  wanted  to  do 
everything  possible  “to  get  the 
government  out  of  the  farm 
business.” 

Carter  took  advantage  of  rising 
farm  prices  and  a  relaxation  of  the 
discontent  that  spread  over 
American  farms  last  winter  to  pre¬ 
sent  in  his  first  presidential  address 
on  farm  policy  a  glowing  report  on 
farming,  with  little  reference  to  con¬ 
sumer  prices. 

However,  he  won  applause  when 
he  said  “I  will  not  permit  unrestric¬ 
ted  beef  imports  next  year.”  In- 
creased  imports  could  lower  the 
prices  consumers  pay  for  meat  as 
well  as  the  prices  paid  to  farmers  for 
livestock. 

Carter  told  the  approximately 
10,000  persons  gathered  at  the 
Hearns  multi-purpose  building,  a 
modern  auditorium  on  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Missouri  campus  here,'  that 
he  would  protect  the  Capper- 


Volstead  Act,  a  1922  law  giving  far¬ 
mer  cooperatives  exemption  from 
federal  antitrust  laws.  The  act  has 
drawn  criticism  from  the  Federal 
Trade  Commission  and  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Justice  that  it  allows 
monopolies  in  dairy  and  fruit  farm- 
ing  and  other  agricultural 
endeavors. 

(Combining  his  report  on  farming, 
which  was  interrupted  more  than  a 
dozen  times  by  applause,  with  his 
attack  on  the  special  interest  lob¬ 
bies,  Carter  said; 

“These  lobbies  care  absolutely 
nothing  about  the  national  interest 
—  as  long  as  they  get  theirs.  We  will 
never  win  the  fight  against  inflation 
unless  we  help  the  Congress  resist 
those  pressures.” 

The  president  told  his  audience, 
most  of  whom  were  dressed  casually 
in  shirtsleeves,  that  “the  person 
most  competent  to  make  a  farmer’s 
decisions  is  not  a  bureaucrat  in 
Washington  or  anywhere  else;  it  is 
the  man  or  woman  on  the  farm.” 

I  want  to  go  as  far  as  I  possibly 
can  to  get  the  government  out  of  the 
farm  business,”  he  said. 

With  dairy,  soybean,  wheat  and 
corn  prices  up  —  farmers  income 
may  increase  25  percent  this  year 
over  last  year  —Carter’s  advisers 
telt  the  timing  was  right  for  the  trip. 


Provo  City,  BYU  work  out  water  share; 
agreement  to  allow  campus  expansion 


After  15  years  of  trying,  BYU  and 
Brovo  City  have  reached  an  agreement 
on  use  of  the  Helaman  Halls  water  well 
and  ownership  of  Rock  Canyon  water 
shares. 

Paul  Rasmussen,  BYU  construction 
engineer,  and  Merrill  L.  Bingham 
Provo  water  and  wastewater  director,’ 
presented  the  agreement  to  the  city 
commission  Tuesday  evening. 

The  agreement  allows  Provo  City  to 
u  n  operation  of  the  Helaman 
Halls  well  (leaving  ownership  to  BYU) 
and  assume  ownership  of  48.5  shares  of 
Rock  Canyon  water  stock  previously 
owned  by  BYU.  In  return,  Provo  will 
foPPly  PyU  with  water  equaling  one- 
half  of  what  the  Rock  Canyon  shares 
would  produce  (4,947,000  cubic  feet 
per  year). 

,  “This  agreement  will  permit  the  un¬ 
iversity  to  expand  and  grow  and  not  be 
strangled  by  the  lack  of  water,” 


Bingham  said.  However,  he  also 
assured  the  commissioners  the  agree¬ 
ment  would  not  cause  anv  hardships 
upon  the  city  water  system. 

“Utilization  of  this  water  will  help 
alleviate  demands  on  the  system  dur¬ 
ing  the  heaviest  usage  periods,” 
Bingham  said.  He  pointed  out  that  the 
agreement  will  add  2,245  gallons  of 
water  per  minute  to  the  city  water 
system  during  peak  water  usage  hours. 

Congratulating  Bingham  ana 
Rasmussen,  Mayor  James  Ferguson 
said,  “This  will  be  beneficial  to  BYU 
and  Provo,  perhaps  forever.” 

^^PSharn  told  the  commissioners 
hundreds  of  hours  had  been  spent  on 
the  agreement.  He  felt,  however,  that 
the  time  was  well  worth  the  improve¬ 
ment  the  agreement  will  make  in 
Provo’s  water  system. 


Rasmussen  expressed  thanks  to  the 
commission  for  their  help  and  coopera¬ 
tion,  saying  BYU’s  relationship  with 
the  city  “gets  better  every  year.” 

In  other  business  in  Tuesday’s 
meeting,  the  commissioners  passed  a 
law  prohibiting  distribution  of  litter  in 
Provo. 

The  new  law  condemns  littering  of 
all  types,  threatens  fines  up  to  $299 
and  restricts  the  distribution  of  flyers 
and  handbills. 

The  law  also  requires  merchants  and 
residents  to  keep  litter  cleared  from 
their  property,  including  sidewalks 
and  gutters. 

Mrs.  Meecham  said  the  law,  enacted 
during  Provo  Beautification  Week,  has 
been  needed  for  a  long  time.  She  said  it 
was  time,  the  city  began  taking  steps  to 
beautify  Provo  and  stop  irresponsible 
people  from  littering  the  city.

Arson  is  suspected  in  a  Provo  apart- 
complex  fire  which  did  $58- 
60, 000  damage  Saturday, 

Two  under-construction  buildings, 
part  of  the  Johnson  apartments  at  980 
W.  300  South,  burned  to  the  ground  at 
about  2  a.m.  Saturday  shortly  after 
Richard  and  Robert  Johnson,  con¬ 
structors  and  owners  of  the  apart¬ 
ments,  heard  two  men  make  threats  to 
burn  them.  Police  have  not  yet  located 
the  suspects  to  question  them. 

Johnson  said  he  thought  the  fire  was 
^itarted  by  gasoline  poured  within  the 
west  building.  Once  lit,  the  fire  spread 
to  the  other.  “Even  if  the  police  do 
catch  the  suspects,  it’s  very  difficult  to 
get  a  conviction  on  arson,”  he  said. 
“You  have  to  see  them  light  the 
match,” 

The  buildings,  which  were  40  per¬ 
cent  completed,  with  six  weeks  to  go, 
will  now  take  three  to  four  months  to 
finish.  “It  will  take  us  about  a  week 
and  a  half  to  two  weeks  just  to  clean  up 
the  rness,  and  then  another  six  weeks 
to  bring  it  back  up  to  where  we  are 
now,”  Johnson  said. 

Johnson  explained  that  the  amount 
of  loss  will  depend  on  whether  or  not 
the  concrete  can  be  salvaged.  In¬ 
surance  covers  all  but  time  and  profit 
loss.

Earthquake  hits  Santa  Barbara 

SANTA  BARBARA,  Calif.  (AP)  —  While  af¬ 
tershocks  continued  Monday,  scientists  tried  to  pin¬ 
point  the  geological  fault  responsible  for  the  earth¬ 
quake  that  injured  about  60  persons  in  this  coastal 
city  and  caused  at  least  $500,000  damage. 

Dr.  Micheal  Reichle  said  several  faults  in  the 
Santa  Barbara  Channel,  where  the  quake  was  cen¬ 
tered  Sunday,  have  been  identified.  The  one 
probably  responsible  for  the  quake  is  known  as  the 
Pitas  Point  fault,  he  said. 

Many  of  those  injured  during  Sunday’s  30-second 
'  jolt  were  cut  by  flying  glass  and  tumbling  dishes, 
police  said.  Of  those  who  remained  at  Goleta  Valley 
Community  Hospital  on  Monday,  one  was  suffermg 
from  bums,  one  had  had  a  heart  attack,  another,  a 
dislocated  neck  and  the  fourth  a  fractured  back.

The  second  part  will  be  “Producing  and  Preserv¬ 
ing  ”  a  display  of  home  skills  such  as  canning,  freez¬ 


ing  and  drying  foods.  The  production  skills  of  sewing 
and  gardening  will  be  included. 

“Managing  Economic  Resources  78,”  the  third 
part  of  the  exhibit,  will  encourage  the  goals  of 
avoiding  debt  and  using  economic  resources  wisely, 
Crandall  said. 

The  fourth  part,  “Breathing  Easier  78,”  will 
promote  physical  health  and  fitness.  Crandall  said 
this  portion  will  offer  blood  pressure  tests  and  health 
pamphlets  to  the  public. 

Concluding  the  exhibit  will  be  “Serving  Throi^h 
Friendship  78,”  which  will  eimand  on  the  LDS

Plane  crash  victims  found 

Utah  Coun^  authorhies  say  R.  C.  Johnson  of  Las 


private  airplane  Sunday  and  five  passengers  were 
killed  as  the  aircraft  went  down  in  a  storm. 

Rescue  searchers  from  the  Utah  County  Sheriffs 
Patrol  and  the  Civil  Air  Patrol  found  the  bodies  of 
six  people  in  the  wreckage  of  a  twin  engine 
Beechcraft  plane  which  crashed  west  of  Lehi  dunng 
stormy  weather  late  Sunday  night. 

The  dead  were,  in  addition  to  Johnson,  Brad 
Blume;  Steve  and  Susie  Straub,  Johnson’s  daughter 
and  son-in-law;  and  Jerry  and  Honda  Griffith, 
friends  of  the  Straubs.  All  were  from  Las  Vegas. 

According  to  the  Utah  County  Sheriffs  Office,  the 
plane  broke  apart  on  impact  and  it  took  searchers 
quite  awhile  before  all  the  bodies  were  located. 

Bill  Lovett,  the  in-route  control  center  manager 
for  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration,  said 
Johnson  was  flying  an  instrument  flight  pl^  an<l 
was  under  control  of  the  flight  tower  at  the  time  oi 
the  crash. 

He  also  said  Johanson  had  an  instrument  rating 
and  had  radioed  for  weather  information  shortly 
before  the  crash.  Severe  thundershowers  had  been 
reported  in  the  area,  but  Lovett  said  “everything 
seemed  to  be  under  control.”

At  least  six  separate  appeals  are  expec¬ 
ted  to  be  heard  tonight  when  Provo  City 
commissioners  cpnsider  approval  of  a 
long  list  of  Planning  Commission  recom¬ 
mendations. 

Included  on  the  agenda  are  a  proposed 
moratorium  on  all  building  development 
west  of  1-15  in  Provo,  and  annexation  of 
41  acres  m  the  Carterville  neighborhood 
known  as  the  Jenkins  Addition. 

Planning  commissioners  approved  the 
two  controversial  plans  during  commis¬ 
sion  meeting  last  week,  and  city  com¬ 
missioners  are  expected  to  give  final  ap¬ 
proval  in  tonight  s  meeting. 

Dave  Gardner,  spokesman  for  the 
Provo  Planning  Staff,  said  the  proposed 
moratorium  for  West  Provo,  which  in- 
volves  the  Sunset  and  Fort  Utah 
neighborhoods,  will  stop  all  development 
and  rezonmg  in  the  area  for  a  maximum 
ot  SIX  months,  except  on  those  develop¬ 
ments  that  have  already  been  given  final 
approval. 

Moratorium  purpose 
The  purpose  of  the  moratorium  is  to 
give  the  planning  staff  time  to  survey  the 
area,  determine  the  problems  and  work 
on  a  master  plan,”  Gardner  explained. 

_  He  said  the  area  had  grown  much 
taster  than  expected  ih  the  past  few  years 
and  the  existing  master  plan  for  the  area  c 
was  obsolete. 

He  said  the  moratorium  could  possibly 


be  lifted  in  only  three  months  if  studies 
on  the  area  are  completed  by  then. 

A  number  of  Provo  developers 
protested  the  moratorium  and  asked  for 
exemption.  However,  many  residents  of 
the  area  praised  the  planning  staff  for  in¬ 
itiating  the  moratorium. 

Provo  Community  Development 
Director  Jerry  Howell  told  the  commis¬ 
sion  that  the  moratorium  will  “benefit 
everyone  in  the  long  run.  We  need  to 
find  solutions  for  these  problems,  collec¬ 
tively  We  do  not  feel  we  are  qualified  to 
exclude  any  areas  from  the  moratorium.” 

Commission  approval 
After  the  commission  voted  for  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  moratorium.  Commissioner 
Dennis  Weir  added,  “It  is  not  our  pur¬ 
pose  to  stop  all  development  west  of  the 
freeway,  but  to  give  the  planning  staff  a 
chance  to  plan  the  area  so  development 
can  be  done  in  an  orderly  manner.” 

Six  requests  for  rezoning  and  subdivi- 
sion  approval  in  the  affected  area  were 
re-scheduled  for  tonight’s  city  commis¬ 
sion  meeting  on  an  appeal  basis. 

The  Planning  Commission  also  voted 
tor  preliminary  approval  of  annexation  of 
the  Jenkins  Addition. 

The  41-acre  plot,  located  in  the  Carter- 
viUe  neighborhood,  was  recently  “Tie -

Subdivisions 

Two  subdivision  plans  for  the  area 


were  also  given  preliminary  approval  by 
the  Planning  Commission.  Developers  of 
the  two  subdivisions  received  loud  ap¬ 
plause  from  Carterville  residents  in  the 
pdience  because  both  developments  are 
for  single  family  housing. 

Most  of  the  homes  in  the  area  are 
duplexes  and  triplexes  and  the  Carter- 
ville  homeowners  feel  the  situation 
causes  too  much  transience  in  the 
neighborhood.  Carterville  Neighborhood 
Chairman  Lowell  Dobson  praised  the 
developers  for  “adding  to  the  solidarity 
and  stability  of  the  area  by  putting  in 
single-family  homes.” 

Other  business 

In  other  business,  the  Planning  Com¬ 
mission  recommended  that  the  City 
Coin  mission  approve  deletion  of  the 
third  density  section  from  the  Provo 
hillside  ordinance. 

Neil  Lindbergh  of  the  planning  staff 
said  the  section  could  be  deleted  without 
hurting  the  intent  of  the  ordinance.  “The 
other  two  density  sections  will  take  care 
ot  regulation  of  development  if  they  are 
used  with  a  site-development  or¬ 
dinance,  Lindbergh  explained.

The  National  PTA  is 
threatening  to  challenge 
the  license  renewals  of 
five  network-owned 
television  stations  if  the 
networks  continue  to 
ignore. pleas  to  improve 
the  quality  of  program¬ 
ming. 

Grace  Bai.singer,  PTA 
president,  said  Thursday 
the  networks  haven’t  im¬ 
proved  program  quality 
since  the  PTA’s  first 
ratings  last  fall.  She  said 
the  organizations  will 
survey  TV  again  this  fall 
and,  based  on  findings, 
may  challenge  license 
renewals  for  three  sta¬ 
tions  in  Chicago,  one  in 
Detroit  and  one  in 
Cleveland. 

The  Chicago  stations 
are  WMAQ-TV,  NBC; 
WLS-TV,  ABC;  and 
WBBM-TV,  CBS.  The 
others  are  NBC’s 
WKYC-TV  in  Cleveland 
and  Detroit’s  WXYZ- 
TV,  an  ABC  affliliate. 

She  said  the  PTA’s 
report  card  was  based  on 
the  degree  of  sex  and 
violence,  offensive 
language,  artistic  merit 
and  the  stereotyping  of 
women,  minorities, 
ethnic  and  age  groups. 

The  PTA,  on  the  same 
day  that  television’s 
Emmy  Award  nominees 
were  announced,  listed 
CBS’s  “Kojak”  on  its 
“most  violent”  and 
“most  offensive’’ 
program  lists  as  well  as 
on  its  list  of  having 
“least  overall  quality.” 
It  was  the  only  show  so 
rated. 

“Kojak”  has  been  can¬ 
celled  for  next  season.  So 
have  most  of  the  shows 
mentioned  on  the  PTA 
list  of  poor  programm¬ 
ing. 

“Maude”  was  listed 
among  the  poorest  in 
overall  quality  the  same 
day  the  show’s  star, 
Beatrice  Arthur,  was 
ridmihated  for 'the 
Emmy  as  best  actress  on 


a  comedy  show. 

The  PTA  gave  top 
overall  quality  ratings  to 
10  shows.  They  were,  in 
order,  ABC’s  “Donny 
and  Marie,”  CBS’  “60 
Minutes,”  NBC’s  “Griz¬ 
zly  Adams,”  CBS’ 
‘“Waltons,”  NBC’s  “Lit- 
tle  House  on  the 
Prairie,”  ABC’s  “Yourig 
Pioneers,”  ABC’s  Julie 
Farr,  M.D.,”  NBC’s 
“World  of  Disney,” 
ABC’s  “Happy  Days,” 
and  ABC’s  “Eight  is 
Enough,” 

The  10  shows  con¬ 
sidered  poorest  in  overall 
quality  included  NBC’s 
“Chuck  Barris’s  Rah- 
Rah  Show,”  CBS’s  “Ted 
Knight,”  NBC’s  “Roller 
Girls,”  NBC’s  “Joe  and 
Valerie,”  ABC’s  “Sugar 
Time,”  CBS’s  “Hus¬ 
bands,  Wives  and 
Lovers,”  and  NBC’s 
“AES  Hudson  Street.” 

The  national  PTA  sur¬ 
veyed  3,000  of  its  meni- 
bers  last  April  as  a  basis 
for  rating  the  shows. 

ABC  and  NBC 
network  executives  had 
no  immediate  comment 
on  the  lists.  CBS  vice 
president  Gene  Mater 
said  he  had  not  seen  the 
latest  PTA  study,  but 
said  that  last  year  s  PTA 
ratings  were  “unscien¬ 


tific  and  subjective.” 

The  head  of  a 
privately-funded  group 
that  monitors  the 
quality  of  children’s 
television  criticized  the 
PTA  study  as  useless. 

“We  feel  a  lot  of 
programming  on  the 
overall  quality  list  is 
verv  simplistically 
sweet,”  said  Peggy 
Charren,  president  of 
Action  for  Children’s 
Television  of  Newton- 
ville.  Mass.  “A  list  like 
this  doesn’t,  really  serve 
much  of  a  purpose. 
Someone  else’s  most  of¬ 
fensive  program  might 
be  my  favorite.”
